ABOARD. U. 8. 8S. HOUSTON, 
July 18.—Keeping closely in touch 
with National affairs, chiefly the 
San Francisco strike and Pacific 
Coast maritime disputes, President 
Roosevelt continued today over the 
great circle route toward Hawaii.

Mayor Traces Origin of Strike, 


Development and Present Status;

SAN FRANCISCO, July 18. —|| 


The general strike of union labor- 
ers in San Francisco had its gene- 
sis with the walkout of the mem- 
bers of the International Long- 
shoremen’s Association in all Pa- 
cific Coast ports on May 9. This 
walkout was not peculiar to San 
Francisco, but affected, and has 
continued te affect, all shipping 
centers on thé West coast. It was 
complicated by a strike of other 
maritime workers’ unions in sym- 
pathy with the longshoremen. 
When some five weeks of nego- 
tiation between ship owners and 
employes failed of settlement of 
the differences between them, as 
Mayor of San Francisco, I sum- 
moned the interested groups to my 
office and, after a thorough hear- 
ing and discussion, there was 
signed, on June 16, an agreement 
between the International Long- 
shoremen’s Association, on one 
hand, and the Waterfront Employ- 
ers’ Union, on the other, which pro- 
vided a just and reasonable settie- 


tion, not, in my opinion, because 
of any lack of honesty or fairness’ 
among the great majority of the 
longshoremen’s association, but be- 
cause of threats and intimidation 
by a small group which had seized 
control of that organization and 
which was against peace, under any 
terms. 

There’ followed the appointment 
by the President of the United 
States of the National Longshore- 
men’s board of three members, 
Archbishop Edward J. Hanna, 
chairman; O. K. Cushing, attorney, 
and’ Edward McGrady, Assistant 

of Labor. This board 
immediately went into session, and 
has continued its efforts to arrive 
at a just solution of the problem. 

One of the outstanding issues of 
the strike has been thé control of 
the so-called “hiring halls,” from 
which longshoremen are dis- 
patched to work. 

Several days ago the Waterfront 
Employers’ Union, representing the 
ship owners, unqualifiedly agreed 
to submit. this issue, with all oth- 
ers, to arbitration. To date the 
International Longshor o m e n’s 
Union has refused to take like ac 
tion, and in the meantime the gen- 
eral strike. was called at 8 a. m. 
July 16.

Frank F. Merriam ordered 2000 of- 
ficers and men of the militia to San 
Francisco last week. With the in- 
ception of the general strike, that 
force is being augmented, and there 
are now approximately 4600 nation- 
al guardsmen on duty in San 
Francisco. They‘, have extended 
their orginal area duty from the 
waterfront to include certain sec- 
tions of the commission and indus- 
trial and warehouse district. 

In addition, all days off and 

leaves of the members of the San 
Francisco police force have been 
canceled, and the officers are on 
extended duty. To guard against 
any untoward conditions, I have 
authorized the Police Commission 
to swear in 500 additional officers, 
and of this number already ‘ap- 
proximately 300 are on duty. 
If it -becomes necessary, I shall 
ask the Governor to provide addi- 
tional troops to preserve order. 
However, it has not been necessary 
as yet to put the city under military 
rule, and there is every indication 
that the strike will continue under 
comparatively peaceful conditions. 

It was necessary for most res- 
taurants in the city to close, due to 
their inability <o obtain transpor- 
tation of supplies and the fact that 
employes joined the strike. Some 
restaurants remain open. 

Grocery stores and meat markets 
have in considerable numbers been 
forced to close because of the de- 
pletion of their stocks. However, 
steps are now being taken to as- 
sure a constant supply of food. On 
Saturday last I proclaimed an 
emergency, and acting under full 
powers vested in me by the char- 
ter of the city and County of San 
Francisco, am proceeding to follow 
whatever course is necessary to 
protect the lives, health and wel- 
fare of our citizens. 

Inability to receive deliveries 
forced the gasoline stations to 
close, but fuel is being supplied, 
without interruption, to all

Citizens’ Committee of 1000. 

Acting under my extraordinary 
powers, I have appointed a citi- 
zens’ committee of 1000 members to 
co-operate in dealing with the 
emergency. Procedure now is be- 
ing worked out by this group to as- 
sure an uninterrupted flow of nec- 
essaries into San Francisco. There 
will be no shortage of food for the 
citizens of this community and no 
interference with their right to 
pursue their normal activities.

The question of union representa- 
tion has arisen during the last year 
when all maritime organizations 
showed a sudden revival. Their 
membership had dwindled to rela- 
tively small proportions during the 
preceding 15 years, following post- 
war strikes which failed. As a re 
sult of these strikes of the last dec- 
ades, the water-front employers’ as- 
sociations, which figure prominent- 
ly in debates on the stevedores’ de- 
mands, were organized. 

President Ryan of the Interna- 
tional Longshoremen’s Association 
said at New York yesterday that 
his organization took over the San 
Francisco organization only follow- 
ing the adoption of the NRA.

Associa- 
tion strike fund and donations 
from other unions have furnished 
food and ‘hhousing for the men ‘and 
their families. 

In Los Angeles, Oakland and San 
Francisco, county charity fur- 
nished food, and was in turn re 
imbursed by the State Emergency 
Relief Association, which in turn 
gets its funds from the National 
Government. In Sdn Francisco, 
single men have been fed at soup 
kitchens along the waterfront, 
maintained by the Longshoremen’s 
Association. City aid for these 
soup kitchens was recently. refused.

“Child’s temperature 99, 
pulse 120, respiration 28,” the bulle- 
tin read. “Child appears to be 
stronger this morning. Is quite 
restless. No alarming symptoms. 
Is receiving feedings of milk.” 

Frank Fay, agent of the Depart- 
ment of Justice, announced the end 
of the Federal investigation. Police 
Chief McQuillan concurred in Fay’s 
statement. 

Fay said investigators had traced 
the child’s movements to the thicket 
where he was found by Policemen 
Rorzele Dunckel and Jerome Ho- 
gan. Bobby walked a block with 
3-year-old Ruth Schwagerman, 
neighbor girl, and then wandered 
alone along a wagon path into the 
woods, Fay said the investigation 
had determined. 

The Federal agent’s statement 
quoted the opinions of Dr. Munger 
and staff physicians of Grasslands 
Hospital that the child could have 
survived the five days—without 
water or food—in the woods. 


Ate Quantities of Grass. 
Dr. Munger said Bobby’s condi- 


tion “clearly indicated” that he had 


been lost in the thicket the entire 
time. Cuts and scratches from 
bramble bushes covered the shrunk- 
en little body. Dr. Munger estimat- 
ed the child had lost from 10 to 
20 pounds. His stomach was swollen 
from lack of nourishment. At the 
hospital it was determined that 
Bobby had eaten quantities of 
grass. 

Dr. Munger said Sunday night's 
showers probably saved the baby 
from dying of thirst. Enough rain 
water would have entered the pores 
of the skin to prevent complete de- 
hydration, he said. 

Fay incorporated Dr. Munger’s 
findings in his statement and added 
that a careful investigation. had de- 
termined that searchers for the 
child had tramped through a wide 
area of woodlands, but never got 
closer than 300 feet to the spot 
where Bobby was found. 

Dr. Munger said a blood trans- 
fusion. would be given the child to- 
day. Bobby gained a pound and 
18 ounces last night after being 
given a quart of glucose and water. 
He was being fed by injections. 
Physicians said an attempt to feed 
the child normally might lessen his 
chance to liva At four-hour inter- 
vals he received a spoonful of 
whisky and water. ,

Reports recently received from 
Federal Food and Drug inspectors, 
detailed to search for evidence of 
adulteration and misbranding of al- 
coholic beverages, describe numer- 
ous instances of fraud and impos- 
ture practiced on the drinking 
classes since “good liquor came 
back.” They may tend to explain 
why bootlegging has not entirely 
disappeared. 


“Vat 6 Old Scotch Whiskey.” 


There was the case of “Vat 6-Old 
Scotch Whiskey.” It appeared in 
squat dark bottles which fairly 
exuded the fragrance of heather. 
The label bore the likeness of a 
whiskered Scotsman, replendent in 
tartan plaid. Alas, the whisky was 
as false as the whiskers. 

Investigators found that a firm 
of rectifiers had obtained the fol- 
lowing supplies: 1048 gallons of 
real Scotch whisky, 88 proof; sev- 
eral thousand gallons of grain al- 
cohci, and a substantial quantity of 
creosote and caramel, After sup- 
plying their magic to the foregoing, 
they shipped out 7771 gallons of 
“Vat 6 O14 Seotech Whiskey.” 

Approximately a thousand bot- 
tles of this were seized and de- 
stroyed, and the rectifier’s li- 
cense was revoked on the grounds 
of adulteration, misbranding and 
falsification of entries. How many 
bottles had been consumed by citi- 
zens probably will never be known. 

Inspectors, acting on a tip that 
diethyl phthalate, an ingredient 
used in the manufacture of var- 
nishes and rubbing alcohol, was 
being used in making bonded whis- 
ky sold in Cleveland, made pur- 
chases there. Instead they found 
and seized a mixture of aicohei, 
caramel, water and breakfast tea 
which was being sold at drug stores 
labeled as bonded whisky. 


What San Francisce Drinks. 


Of 19 brands of “bonded” whisky 
purchased and analyzed by Dr. J. C. 
Geiger, City Health officer of San 
Francisco, 14 were-found to be 
blends, 10: bore no traces of having 
been aged in wood, and 13 contained 
artificial coloring matter. Only two 
complied with all itegal require- 
ments for pure, aged bonded whis- 
ky: 

Not even the name of Bourbon 
is sacred to the vandals. The in- 
spectors seized 75 cases of elegantly 
bottled goods in Chicago, bearing 
the label of a venerated Kentucky 
product. Analysis showed it to 
consist entirely of alcohol, water 
and coloring. 

In Baltimore the —— seized

“Scotch Whiskey Imperial Blend.” 
It had been made in the United 
States of Scotch malt and domestic 
alcohol.

It is through a liberal ~se of pub- 
lie credit in the forn. of “employ- 
ment creation warrants,” that the 
Nazi regime ha:: stimulated indus- 
try and forced a drop in unemploy- 
ment figures. This has provided 
the Hitler Government with an ex- 
cellent propaganda weapon and has 
been the fond topic of countless 
public speeches, but the “financing” 
side has not been paraded into 
words with equal fervor. 


To date, an estimated . 2,000,000, 
000 marks ($760,000,000) has been 
paid out for employment creation, 
from a total authorized of 3,800, 
000,000 marks (about $1,444,000,000) 
for a variety of projects ranging 
from transport and communication 
to land reclamation. 

The warrants have been issued 
through sem:-public credit institu- 
tions, since neither budgeted funds 
nor reserves of free capital -were 
available, the German Institute for 
Business Research explains. These 
warrants have a term of three 
months, but are extended when due 
and are redeemable by the Reich 
within the next five fiscal years. 

As far as loans in connection 
with the employment creation pro- 
gram are concerned. the Reich an- 
ticipates getting back within the 
next 15 to 25 years the amounts ft 
will have lent during the next five 
years. 


Meanwhile, to insuré financing of 
these employment creation warrants 
the Reich has deposited with the 
Reichsbank 600,000,000 marks ($228,- 
000,000) in tax credit certificates,

Research frankly admits this is a 
case of “financing of the employ- 
ment creation campaign by means 
of public credit and by relying upon 
the tax revenues of coming years,” 
and that it means a “conscious 
drawing on the ‘reserves of the fu- 
ture.’” 

The institute states further: “To 
what extent these ‘reserves’ will be 
formed, or in other words, to what 
degree higher tax revenues will 
make possible the meeting of obli-

RETAIL PRICES OF FOOD 
CONTINUE TO ADVANCE 


Up One-Half of 1 Per Cent During 
Two Weeks Ending 
July 3. 

WASHINGTON, July 18. — Retail 
food prices advanced one-half of 1 
per cent during the two-week pe- 
riod ending July 3, Isidor Lubin of 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics an- 
nounced today. 

This is the second consecutive 
advance reported by the bureau. 
Based. on the 1913 average as 100, 
prices for July:3 were 109.6, com- 
pared with 109.1 on June 19, and 
108.4 on June 5. 

Food prices in St. Louis have ad- 
vanced 10.7 per cent over the level 
for July 15, 1932, 2.9 per cent over 
the level for the same date a year 
ago and only three-tenths of 1 per 
cent over the level for June 19 of 
this year. For the two-year period 
from July 15, 1932, to July 3, 1934, 
Charlesten ang Chicago showed the 
smallest increase, only 2 per cent, 
and Houston, Tex., the largest, 16 
per cent. 

“Present prices,” said Dr. Labin’s 
report, “aré at the highest level 
reached during’the past two and 
one-half years, being slightly above 
Jan. 15, 1932, when the index was 
109.3, as compared with the index 
1048 for July 15, 1933, current prices 
are up by approximately 4% per 
cent.

Report to Trade Board Shows 
Difficulty of State 
Regulation. 


By MARQUIS W. CHILDS, 
A Staff Correspondent. of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, July 18. —The 
possibility. of Federal regulation of 
exploitation of natural gas resources 
and the distribution of gas through 
pipe-line systems was raised at a 
hearing before the Federal Trade 
Commission here today. 

The hearing dealt with the Co- 
lumbia Gas & Electric Corporation, 
the largest operator in the Eastern 
gas field. The chief eviderice was 

_by J. W. Adams, in- 
* for e commission, on 
the Columbia system. 

Reviewing the complicated system 
of holding companies and subsidia- 
ries through which Columbia oper- 
ates, Adams pointed to the diffi- 
culty, if not the impossibility, of 
“fully informed local and state reg- 
ulation of rates.” 

“Partially informed regulation 
may result in action unfair either to 
the company or to the consuming 
public,” Adams said. He added that 
Columbia professed to obviate this 
objection by presenting all perti- 
nent information tot state commis- 
sions, regardless of whether juris- 
diction fell within a particular state 
or not. 

State Boards Hampered. 

“The state regulatory authorities 
are forced from the nature of cir- 
cumstances tot act without full au- 
thority to regulate all phases of 
commerce and corporate regulations 
involved, and particularly without 


such a way as to eliminate the 
competitive necessity for carrying 
large gas reserves for future opera- 
tions,” Adams testified. “The ques- 
tion is raised, therefore, whether or 
not both company interests and the 
consuming public would be bene- 
fited by extending the definiaion of 
public utilities to include natural 
gas production and also holding 
companies that control and finance, 
manage or construct properties, or 
perform other services for controlled 
subsidiaries for fees which become 
either operating expenses or capital 
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authority to regulate production in. 


expenditures of their eontrolied 
companies. 

“The present unsatisfactory con- 
ditions would seem to warrant such 
extension of regulatory power as 
may be necessary even to the ex- 
tent of placing restrictions upon 
competitive exploitation of natural 
gas as a wasting of natural re 
sources. The problem involved 
must be faced, even though it may 
be necessary to attack it. through 
Federal regulation, in order to get 
over the barriers of state limita- 
of state jurisdiction over 
properties located in other states, 
over corporations domiciled in oth- 
er states and over regulations of 
interstate commerce.” 

Natural Gas Industry Vast. 

Before the presentation of Adam’s 
report, Col. W. T. Chantland, asso- 
ciate counsel of the commission, 
brought out the vast extent of the 
natural gas industry. It was shown 
that in 1930 the production of nat- 
ural gas represented a total energy 
four to five times greater than all 
the electrical energy produced in 
that year. The Columbia system 
alone distributed the equivalent of 
half of the whole volume of electri- 
cal energy produced for commer- 
cial purposes in the entire country. 

Only briefly did the hearing 
touch. on the relationship: between 
the Columbia system and the Pan- 
handle Eastern Pipe Line Co., 
which controls the gas line devel- 
oped by the Missouri-Kansas Pipe 
Line Co. The later company was 
promoted by Frank P. Parish, 
whose tangled finances have re- 
cently been before the public. 

One reason why State regulation 
of natural gas distribution is so dif- 
ficult, the hearing brought out, is 
because it is on the one hand -es- 
sentially a mining operation and in 


the field of distribution it is a pub- 
lic utility. 

The report on the Columbia sys- 
tem was a part of the Federal 
Trade Commission's extensive in- 
vestigation into utility practices, an 
investigation which ig not yet 
ended,

The Tennessee Valley Authority an- 
mounced arrangements yesterday 
for the purchase of properties of 


Knoxville for $6,088,000, contingent 
on the willingness of the company’s 
bondholders to turn in their bonds 
at the issue price of 96%. The 


agreement of purchase was reached 
with the National Power & Light 
Co., which owns the Knoxville 
utility. 

All of the Tennessee Public Serv- 
ice Co. properties except the street 
railway system in Knoxville and its 
transmission line between Water- 
ville, N. C., and Kingsport, Tenn., 
are included in the deal. 

Under the agreement, the city of 
Knoxville and 27 nearby communi- 
ties will be served with TVA power 
produced at Muscle Shoals. 

The TVA announcement came as 
city officials were opening bids 
for the first unit of a competing 
municipal distribution system, au- 
thorized in a bond election last 
November, to be financed by a 
loan and grant of $2,600,000 from 
the Public Works Administration. 
The TVA purchase will eliminate 
competition between the privately- 
owned utility and the city system. 

At first the TVA will operate the 
entire system. Later the city and 
the other nearby communities will 
acquire the distribution systems 
from the TVA, paying for them out 
of operating profits. 

“Low TVA rates,” said David E. 
Lilienthall, power director of the 
TVA, “will be put into effect Im- 
mediately on transfer of the prop- 
erties from the local company to 
TVA. These new rates will be the 
standard TVA rates plus a 10 per 
cent surcharge to authorize the 
system.”

Gen. Rice Alexander Pierce of Union City, Tenn., 
is the latest of that long line of distinguished South- 
erners who have acted as commanders-in-chief of the 
United Confederate Veterans. Gen. Pierce was elect- 
ed at the recent convention at Chattanooga, succeed- 
ing Gen. Homer Atkinson of Petersburg, Va. In 1863, 
at the incredibly early age of 14, Gen. Pierce joined 
the Eighth Tennessee Cavalry and became, in the 
words of Josephus Daniels, “one of that stalwart band 
that galloped over the Tennessee hills with the daunt-

There are various ways of deal- 
ing with strikes when those in pow- 
er wish to end them. In France, 
Briand, head of the Government, 
himself a radical and Socialist, did 
not approve the strike on French 
railways. The majority of the strik- 
ers were still within the age of mili- 
tary service. Briand called them all 
“to the colors” and put them on 
trains, not as strikers but as sol- 
diers. They were told to run those 
trains well, or be shot for military 
insubordination. They ran the 
trains. 


The Chicago Pullman strike of 
1894 started in May, spread to inter- 
state commerce, affecting nearly 
all the railroads running out of 
Chicago. 

Eugene Debs, in charge of the 
strike, acted with great energy. In- 
terstate transportation of food 
stuffs in several Western states 
was hindered and United States 
Marshals were pushed aside by the 
strikers. Grover Cleveland, then 
President, sent United States troops 
to Chicago, although Gov. Altgeld 
had not requested Federal assist- 
ance.

ALARIA was once one of 

: the most serious health prob- 
lems in the United States. 
There was no part of the country 
which was free from it, and ifi the 


Mississippi and Ohio river valeys, | 


as well as in the South, it was one 
of the principal causes of death. 
Indeed, the old pioneer physicians, 
such as Drake and Sappington, 
made their reputations upon their 
ague cures, Today it is largely 
confined to the Southern States, 
south of the Ohio River and east 
of the Texas border. It never was 
prevalent in the desert country of 
Western Texas, New Mexico and 
Arizona; on account of the lack of 
water. 

Malaria depends upon the pres- 
ence of water. Water furnishes the 
breeding place for mosquitoes, and 
the stamping out of malaria is de- 
pendent upon the destruction of 
the mosquito.

Lieutenant-Col- 
nel Craig of the army says that he 
examined 2000 soldiers return 
from the Philippine Islands, and 
found that 80 per cent of them were 
infected with malaria. On examin- 
ing over 30,000 people in Mississip-

The 
distance which these mosquitoes 
ean fly has been greatly underesti- 
mated in the past, and those fa- 
miliar with the facts say that a 
mosquito will fly two miles in order 
to obtain human blood.
